Editors Luiiiiscillc Courier: While at Nich- 
olasville last night some thirty or forty cav- 
alry, belonging to Col. Hramlette's regiment 
of the Federal force, which is to make a raid 
on East Tennessee, arrived, and were placed 
as a guard over the arms and the other muni- 
tions of war which have been shipped to 
Nicholasville by the Abolitionists. Bomb- 
shells nnd all other kinds of war implement-arc 
daily sent to the camp at IJoskins. They 
guard all the wagon trains now, and at all the 
trestle works on the railroad they have guards 
stationed. The other night they took over 
eleven wagons loaded w ith all kinds of guns, 
pistols, &c, nnd on leaving town many of 
them cheered for Mr. Lincoln and Garrett 
Davis, whom they said should depose Gover- 
nor Magoffin in two weeks. Thcv are all 
mountain men, and look very badly.

Debate was cut off; gag rules 
were applied ; and the money and men of the 
peoplo were used with a prodigality and reck- 
lessness of which no parallel can bo found in 
history. — ('in.

The cannon and carriage is worth one thou- 
sand dollars. \Yedo not know tho contents of 
the large wagon, but fearthat it was filled with 
arms or munitions of war. It is a matter of 
vital importance that the whole alfair be fer- 
reted out, and made plain to the public. If 
our arsenal has been robbed of public proper- 
ty, no efforts should be spared to bring the 
perpetrators to justice. 

So far as the above Statement maybe meant 
to imply that any cannon, arms or munitions 
of war have been improperly taken from the 
State Arsenal, we are authorized to say that 
it is utterly unfounded, as the writer of the 
article might easily have learned on applica- 
tion at the (Quarter-Master General's or at the 
Arsenal. But it seems the temptation to pro- 
duce a sensation item was stronger than the 
desire to learn the truth. Mr. Gill, of the 
Milit ary Board, has been brought here from j union 
Louisville to look into this matter, and hav- 
ing investigated it. addressed us the following 
note, showing that the artillery of the State 
is all properly accounted for. 

If any cannon was seen on tho night in 
question — and it will require a better witness 
to prove it than the author of the statement 
that it came from the arsenal — it is not an 
unreasonable conjecture that it was in lawful 
hands and its movement may be satisfactorily 
explained. That remains to be seen, however, 
for we have no knowledge on the subject 
whatever. It is a little curious, nay, rather 
a suspicious fact, that this matter has been 
kept from the public for ten days. Why was 
it concealed. AVhy divulged just now? There 
is a meaning in all this, if it could be found 
out. "Wo withhold conjecture for the present: 
Messks. Editors: Having received seVi ral 
letters informing me. as a member of the 
Military Board of the State, of the fact that, 
sever*] nights fince, a wagon passed across 
the bridge at Frankfort, hauling n piece of can- 
non, and that it was believed the cannon was 
taken out of the arsenal, together with other 
arms and ammunition, 1 came to the city for 
the purpose of ascertaining whether any guns 
hud been improperly taken from the. arsenal. 
From a personal examination, I find every 
piece of cannon now on hand as reported by 
the Quarter-Master General at the formation 
of the Military Hoard. Gen. Dudley assures 
me that he had previously made an examina- 
tion, and nuiml all tin; guns properly account- 
ed for. The Board intend to place a guard 
over the arsenal to insure its entire safety.

"Resolved, (tho Senate concurring herein,) 
That a joint commission, to consist of nine 
members of the llouseand fourniembers of the 
Senate, be appointed to consider and report 
to Congress such amendments to theConstitu- 
tion and laws as may bo necessary to restore 
unlimited confidence and insure a more per- 
fect and desirable union among the States."

On this Mr. Calvert demanded the yens and 
nays. The vote stood yeas 72, nays 39; so 
the resolution was laid on the table. The re- 
cord of the Kentucky Representatives is as 
follows :

Be it enacted by the Senate and Tlouse 
of Representatives of the United States 
of America in Congress assembled: That if 
two or more persons within anv State or Ter- 
ritory of the United States shall conspire to- 
gether to overthrow, or to put down", or to 
destroy by force. lira Government of the Uni- 
ted State-.. or to levy war against the United 
States, or to oppose, by foncg the authority of 
the Government of the United States, or by 
force to pevent. hinder, or delay the execution 
of any law of the United Stateo, or by force 
to seize, take, or possess any property of the 
United States against the will or contrary to 
the authority of the United States, or by 
force, or intimidation or threat to prevent 
any person from accepting or holding any 
office, or trust or place of confidence under 
the United Slates, each and every person so 
offending shall be guilty of a high crime, and 
upon conviction thereof in any District or 
Circuit Court of the United States having 
jurisdiction thereof, or Supreme Court of anv 
Territory of the United States having juris- 
diction (hereof, shall be punished by a fine not 
less than $500 and not more than $5,000; 
or by imprisonment, with or without hard 
labor, as the Court -ball determine, for a 
period not less than six months nor greater 
than six years, or by such fine and imprison- 
ment.

The Crittenden Resolutions— Mr. Crittenden's 
Speech in Columbus Modifying Them. 

The Commercial for some time past has 
made a great blow over the resolution ot Mr. 
Crittenden, which was adopted in, Congress | 
a few days Lefore that body adjourned by a 
nearly unanimous vole. It has kept it stand- j 
ing at the le ad of its columns. The first part 
of the resolution reads as follows: 

"Jtcxotird, by tht House oj Rryiresentatires 1 
of ffte^Congrcts of the United States, That the \ 
present deplorable civil war has been forced 
vpon the country by the Disunionists of the 
Southern Slates now in revolt against the Con- 
stitutional (joverninent, and inarms around] 
the Capitol."

A change of cars had to be 
made at that point. 

The bridge may have been burnt by acci- 
dent, but it was reported that it was the work 
of the people along the line of the road, who 
have become exasperated at tho Lineolnites 
who are trying to set the neutrality of Ken- 
tucky at defiance, and inaugurate civil war 
in our midst. The bridge destroyed is at Kob- 
tSMMt'l rtktitQj in Harrison county.

In view of these facts and of the hot action of 
the House on the resolution, it is little else than 
mockery for the Knipiirer to tell us that "an 
amendment would havo been moved which 
would have been satisfactory to Mr. Critten- 
den." *

OkakSiu: I have to acknowledge the re- 
ceipt of your letter of the ">th inst., and to 
state in reply, that the order to whirh it refers 
was officially explained a day or two since by 
the Secretary of War, but having still been a 
subject of great misapprehension it has now 
been entirely rescinded and vacated. Conse- 
quently there is no obstacle whatever to the 
aeeeptanee of volunteers on the ground of 
their nationality or language. The contest 
far th* Union is regarded, as it ought to be, a 
bottle of t/u- freemen of the world for the in- 
stitutions of aelf-goverftment.

Kentnckians, can yon read the above de- 
claration, emanating from the next, if not 
the very highest official source in the nation, 
and your bosoms not swell with just and irre- 
pressible indignation, and bound with an al- 
most irresistible pulsation of generous sym- 
pathy with the cause of tho South?

. nor your historic character. Certainly your 
souls have not been east in the generous and 
heroic moulds of your ancestors.

Wc are here told by tho honorable 
Secretary of State, that the patriotic, the en- 
thusiastic, the ambitious, the adventurous, the 
reckless, and the vicious spirits, gathered 
from the entire universe — freemen, whether 
by nature or bond, of all nations, races, colors, 
and creeds, are to be called into the service, 
and launched, without scruple, upon the de- 
voted bosom of the South, to conquer it into 
submission, and crush it, if need, into very ! 
servility itself, View the statement in what I 
lightj and analyze it by what rules you will, 
thil is what it amounts to, and will, in the 
end, practically como to. Kentnckians, are | 
you prepared to take part in such a crusade 
as this? Is this your idea of tho prin- 
ciples and the means by which this war is to 1 
be carried on ? Aro you willing to eountcn- j 
anee, to aid in a policy so humiliating to the 
national dignity, so shameful to the national 
feerlng, so demoralizing to the national char- 
acter ? 

Will you see the institutions, the honor, 
the very lifo itself of the Southern States,

Is that to be the part, the 
false and inglorious part, you are to play in 
the present ; and tho meed, the shameful and 
iguoininous meed, that awaits you in the fu- 
ture? Heaven forbid! — surely God and na- 
ture designed and reserved yon for something 
higher, nobler than that. Will you vol- 
untarily deface and dishonor honor and cour- 
age's noble image once mirrored in your souls, 
by conduot such as that? 

The very barbarian sees the weak and the 
unprotected bravely struggling and wrestling 
in the deadly gripe of his mighty and power- 
ful foe, and the very instinct of his nature s 
manhood swells with indignation, and impels 
him in the face of threats and dangerto march 
to their relief. Even the very brutes of the 
fields and fowls of the air hear the cries of 
their mates, or ol their race, in the jaws and 
talons of their enemies, and in spite of wounds 
and death itself fearlessly fly to tho rescue. 
Are you less brave, less noble, less magnani- 
mous, than even the savage and the brute, that 
you hearthecry of the weak and defenselessof 
vour own race, of your own blood, of your own 
loins, of your own hearthstones, in the hand* 
of the oppressor, and yet long and sigh to add 
your strength and your efforts to those of the 
Despot to enforce the tyranny, which, without 
vour aid, can never be accomplished? Think. 
Kentnckians. think, of the feast to which you 
are thus invited; and ponder upon tho part 
you are expected and will be called upon to 
play. TheTeast is one of blood, of carnage, 
of rapine, of desolation, of bleeding and man- 
gled corses, of charred and burning dwellings, 
of devastated fields, of insulted and violated 
women. The victims are your friends, per- 
haps your fathers, mothers, brothers, sisters, 
cousins.

Pagan, 
Gentile, Jew— men of every nation, race, 
tongue, creed, or color, whom tho enthusiasm 
of liberty, the passion for adventure, the ar- 
dor of ambition, the greed of gain, tho scent 
of blctfd, or the habit of crime may enlist in 



the universal and remorseless crusade against 
the institutions and the people of tho South. 
Does the feast please you? Do your com- 
rades in war and blood give you pride and sat- 1 
isfaction? Do you gloat over the prospect of 
presMl cnjoyn.cnt. and pine for the keen sat- 
isfaction of realized and conscious fruition? 
Do you pant for the suggestions of sober re- 
flection and the pangs of nwakened con- 
science; and eagerly sigh for the fajthful por- 
traiture of yourselves, amid such a scene, 
drawn by the faithful and unsparing hand of 
the future historian?

Yet this, and I 
more than all this will it have become, if 
awed by ignoble fear, or lured by the sordid 
sense of temporary interest, she permits her 
arms to be joined, or her banners to wave over 
such a motley and vengeful host, in a war of: 
coercion, subjugation, and annihilation of the 
South such as is here clearly foreshadowed in 
tho above letter of the Honorable Federal 
Secretary _ of State Kentnckians, the 
mere thought is an indignity to your honor, 
an insult to your spirit, a calumny upon your 
fame. You merit not the ungenerous suspi- 
cion. Prove by your action that the unjust 
aspersion is but the fleeting breath of an idle 
and baseless alarm. Show your title to the 
fame, as well as name, of your ancestors: and 
when the black and varied columns of this 
world-derived crusade's countless hosts ap- 
proach your borders, seeking an avenue of 
attack upon your brethren of the South, meet 
them, as Kentnckians should ever meet their 
deadly foes, with a storm of molten lead and 
a wall of leaping fire.

Cay-The Cynthiana News of the loth, re- 
marking upon tho foolish Lincoln encamp-

SPEECH OF TEE HON. JOHN C. BRECKIN- 
RIDGE. 

Large Concourse at the Kufaic House — Dis- 
graceful proceedings Aided and Countenanc- 
ed by the Dodge Police. 

The announcement that a serenade would 
be given to Messrs. Breckinridge and Yal- 
landigham last cveningattracled tothe Eutaw 
house an immense assemblage of persons long 
before the hour appointed for the serenade. 
The windows and balcony of the Kutaw were 
packed with ladies, whilst every available 
space in the street surrounding the hotel was 
crowded to excess, ilr. lii eckinridge was 
absent in the early part of the evening, but 
returned to the hotel about half past nine 
o clock, when he was greeted with cheer upon 
cheer by the multitude. 

A few minutes afterwards Mr. Breckinridge 
appeared on the balcony of the hotel fronting 
on Eutaw street, when he was a-ain cheered. 
He began by expressing his surprise at the 
demonstration, as he had not expected SO large 
and so enthusiastic a meeting. He presumed 
the demonstration was a token of their confi- 
dence, personally and politically, and of res- 
pect for the quiet and temperate, but decided 
manner in which he had asserted the princi- 
ples of personal and political liberty in the 
Congress of the I'nited States. The defend- 
ers and friends of the Constitution and of the 
rights of the .States could hardly be heard. 

The cry in Congress was "action, not words;" 
argument is exhausted: we want to know 
nothing of the origin and causes of our diffi- 
culties. But a small, undaunted band of pa- 
triots determined to be beard; they attempt- 
ed to call the public mind to the present con- 
dition of the country ; to those principles of 
personal and public liberty which have exist- 
ed, and will continue to exist whether the 
Union lives or dies. [Here the speaker was 
cheered, but it had hardly begun, when sev- 
eral vice policemen made an attack with their 
clubs upon a citizen, who proposed -three 
cheers for Jeff. Davis." Tho greatest uproar 
prevailed for about five minutes ] He hoped 
that the few remarks he had to deliver would 
be heard in silence by his friends and his 
foes. 

Un'this occasion he would not undertake to 
discuss the causes of the present troubles, or 
the manner of settlement; but he would speak 
of the rights of the people to the safeguards 
of political and personal freedom. He said 
we were living to-day under the broad shadow 
of a spreading military despotism. He would 
repeat that he — a Senator in Congress — was 
living under the shadow of an irresponsible 
military despotism. How is it in Maryland V 
[Cries of "That's so."] He exhorted all to bo 
quiet, and then proceeded. Maryland was a 
State of the Union — a co-equal member of 
the Confederacy. [Another premeditated as- 
sault was here made upon the citizens by flic 
vice-police, and a panic was created which 
caused a portion of tho great assemblage to 
retire for a moment. They, however, soon 
came back, and the rowdies and vice-police, 
numbering in all about one hundred, kept 
quiel for a wi.ilc. One of the rowdies called 
to Mr. Breckinridge to leave the stand or 
they would bang him]. 

Mr. B. continued as follows: Wo will stay 
here, and cannot be driven away. This up- 
roar don't disturb me. Kentnckians are used 
to such things. [The rowdies here proposed 
'"three cheers for Kentucky" and hissed tho 
.speaker.] Now, if that enthusiastic little 
squad on my right will listen, I will recipro- 
cate. I propose ' three more cheers for Ken- 
tucky," for never ill my life have I uttered a 
word or committed an act in violation of the 
Constitution. 

After this interruption, he continued to 
speak of Maryland. He said that the Police 
Commissioners of Baltimore were imprisoned 
without the shallow of law. without Ppecrnoa- 
tion. without charge, in a fort in Maryland, 
and then removed beyond the limits of the 

Commonwealth to, another fort. And when 

the Honse of Representatives p'Sssed a resolu- 
tion n«l;ing the President to inform the peo- 
ple why these arre-ts were made, he answered 
that it would be ndverse to the public inter- 
est to let the people know why the Police 
Commissioners of Baltimore were thrown in- 
to prison. 

!>.> you call this liberty? Do you call this 
law ? [There were haul cries of "no ! no! no!" 
from the crowd, when the rntfiians instantly 
commence 1 another onslaugh. and after 
tho vice policemen had beaten unmercifully a 
man who cheered for Jeff. Davis, quiet was 
again restored.] Mr. Breckinridgo asked 
them to be quiet. He was pleading their 
cause — of the rich and the poor — of every 
man. however humble he might be. who re- 
lied upon the Constitution for his rights. 

The rowdies continued to mako a great 
deal of noise, and the speaker asked them 
what they came for but to hear him. Poor 
fellows, said he, you are weaving the cords to 
bind your own limbs; your children will 
bless me for what I am now saying. Poor, 
miserable wretches, I am acquainted with 
your character, and do not intend to be in- 
timidated by you. I have said nothing in- 
flammatory, but came here to speak to you 
of your rights, which are being trampled in 
the dust. Then, why not listen to reason t 

He said that he knew they were not a fair 
representative of the sentiment of Baltimore 
or of Maryland. Whenever they were ready 
to hear him, he would prove to them that 
every right they had under tho Constitution 
of Maryland or of the United States, was 
trampled under foot by the Administration at 
Washington. Talk of the dungeon of Na- 
ples! tho Inquisition of to-day outstrips 
everything in the shape of usurpation w hich 
the world has ever heard of; there has been 
nothing to equal it since the time when man- 
kind first undertook to rule the will of des- 
pots. . 

The action of the Federal Government in 
relation to your Police Commissioners is une- 
qualled in the annals of outrage and despot- 
ism. He was here to contend for the eternal 
principles of political and personal liberty — 
principles which had lived before the forma- 
tion of the Colonies; before the Union was 
formed, and which would survive after the 
Union was gone. The Union is a means, not 
an end; the Union was formed to secure anil 
mako eternal these principles. When the at- 
tempt to preserve these principles becomes 
inconsistent with the preservation of the 
Union, the principles will live whatever 1 else 
may perish. 

Whenever the issue arises between the 
preservation of the Union ami the preserva- 
tion of the principles of personal liberty, per- 
sonal right and public liberty, the I'nion will 
have to go down. 

[Tho speaker was here hissed by the row- 
dies, and another disgraceful squabble ensued.] 
After quiet had been restored, Mr. Breckin- 
ridge said he would his give observations to 
the country; In: had watched these distur- 
bances, and thev were invariably gotten up 
by men with sticks in their hands, called po- 
lice. 

If the police would let the people alone, ho 
would be enabled to proceed, lie knew he 
would have met a hearty welcome in Balti- 
more if a down-trodden and oppressed people 
were allowed to speak. A just God who rules 
all nations has our cause in his hands, and be- 
fore Him despots must sink, cowed and ap- 
palled. We have had a day of freedom and 
liberty, and may God speed the return of it. 

Mr. Breckinridge here closed, when Mr. 
Vallandigham was called for, but declined 
to speak on account of the disturbance. The 
crowd lingered around the hotel for some 
time after, and slowly returned to their homes 
at a late hoar.

War! War!! War!!! 
All around us we note the portending signs 
of bloody domestic war. The dark clouds of 
internecine strife lower above us. Kentucky 
now gives fair promise, even amid the san- 
guinary scenes of this great revolution, to as- 
sert anew her claim to the destructive appella- 
tion of the •• dark and bloody ground.'' She 
stands to-day upon the very verge of tho 
most revolting war that ever desolated a lair 
land or blighted the happiness of a prosper- 
ous people. Her people are at this moment 
in imminent danger of being suddenly plung- 
ed into the fiercest and bloodiest conflict of 
the age. 

A short time ago Kentucky proclaimed 
herself a neutral ill the pending war. Her 
Executive and ber Legislature announced to 
the country that Kentucky asserted and in- 
tended to maintain a position of strict neu- 
trality, ami her people upon three several oc- 
casions have approved that action. The con- 
tending parties were duly notified of the po- 
sition of the State, and respectfully but firm- 
ly warned that our people demanded to be 
respected as no parties to the conflict. The 
secession minority in tin: State acquiesced us 
become loyal citizens in the voice of tho peo- 
ple. The State of Tennessee recognized the 
right of Kentucky to stand aloof from/the 
war, and gave assurances that her neutrality 
should be sacredly and religiously respected. 
The Confederate States gave assurance that 
to them and their armies, the soil of Ken- 
tucky and her rights as a neutral should be as 
sacred as the ancient temples of refuge. Nor 
did the Federal Government seem less dis- 
posed to respect the voice of the people of 
this State. A Major-General of the United 
States army in command upon our frontier 
promised that the neutrality of Kentucky 
should not be infringed. Even the President 
of the I'nited States, if we ate to believe Mr. 
Davis and Mr. Underwood, gave his solemn 
pledge that this State should be spared the 
desolation of war and the ruin which follows 
the tread of an invading army. 

It was under these assurances from the bel- 
ligerents that the people of Kentucky were 
induced again and again to adhere to (heir 
position of neutrality. It was. in faith of 
these pledges that the election of the 20th of 
June was conducted, and it was upon the 
hope of a continued observance of these 
promises that the people again, on the first 
Monday in August, cast their ballots. 

Up to this time Kentucky bad been spared 
the scourge of war. True, there were visible 
shadows of the gathering clouds, and earnest- 
ly did wc strive to fix upon these foreboding 
signs the attention of the people. But per- 
sistences from our opponents dispelled the 
suspicions attempted to be aroused, and Un- 
people were induced to adhere to those who 
plausibly boasted that they had averted from 
our fair State the horrors of war. 

The August election was passed. The bal- 
lot-box is not to be again used for a year to 
come No more elections are to transpire. 
The last chance to record the will of the peo- 
ple is gone. The motive for deception no 
longer exists. And what do we see? The 
mailt is thrown aside. Neutrality is scouted. 
Kentucky is about to become an active party 
to the war. The fancied peace and security, 
for the continuance of which the people 
voted, is denounced as disloyalty, and an open 
support of tin- Government held up as the du- 
ty of all gool citizens. The delusion is over 
and that reality we have so often endeavored 
to expose now stands out in bold relief. 

Kentnckians, now that your neutrality has 
proven, delusive: now that your public peace 
is about to be destroyed; now that you are 
on the verge of ruinous and desolating war, 
answer us. who have betrayal you? Who 
has violated your neutrality I W ho is about 
to engulf you in this bloody war? Are the 
secessionists of Kentucky the guilty parties? 
No, no; you can t say it. The secessionists 
have respected your voice. We claim to 
have been one; and we claim to know what 
have been their purposes. No man can 
truthfully charge that the most ultra seces- 
sion parly in the State has ever instituted a 
movement in conflict with Kentucky neutral- 
ity. Has Tenncs-ee violated your neutrality ? 
No man can adduce the slightest evidence to 
substantiate such a charge. Tennessee has, 
with scrupulous faith, respected and observed 
Kentucky's neutral position. Have the Con- 
federate States aggressed upon your neutral 
rights ' Never, never. Tho hostile step of 
the fir.-t Southern soldier has yet to press the 
sacred soil of Kentucky. 

Who then has betrayed you? Whoso sol- 
diers now tread your soil? Whose army is 
en camped around you? Whose arms and 
munitions daily pass through vour city? 
Whose minions flaunt their flags in your 
faces and shriek their partisan cries in your 
ears? Lincoln! Lincoln!! Lincoln!!! What 
party in Kentucky has invited the military 
uaonpation of , your soil? What parly lead- 
ers have accepted military commissions in an 
army stationed and quartered upon your 
farms? What party has destroyed your neu- 
trality and now threaten to desolate the State 
with war.' The Union party. Kentnckians, 
aye, those who pledged to you that you should 
be neutral, and that you should be spared the 
presence of armed soldiers. Can any one 
deny it .' Dare nny man so insult your intel- 
ligence as in the face of these glaring move- 
ments, to deny the guilt of the so-called 
Unionists t 

And why the=c military movements in 
Kentucky .' Why this destruction of our do- 
mestic peace and tranquility ? Why is war 
brought to our very doors ? Go ask the lead- 
ers of the Union party. 

AVhere the necessity of armed soldiers in 
our midst? Our State was quiet and trail 
quil. No disturbance of the peace was threat- 
ened. The laws of the State were being en- 
forced, and the whole community was in a 
condition of the most peaceful and serene 
tranquility. No uprising of the people was 
feared; and no invasion from the South 
dreamed of. Suddenly a standing army is 
raised in our midst, and a reign of terror es- 
tablished. Was there ever a more wanton, 
causeless, wicked, and cruel war excited 
among a quiet and powerful people? Men 
of Kentucky, look to the guilty parties and 
hold them responsible. And when war comes, 
when your farms are pillaged, your houses 
burned, your women insulted, and yourselves 
incarcerated, let it be remembered that the 
Unionists of Kentucky have invited Lincoln 
to bring upon you all these dread calamities. 
The Southern Rights men have hail no hand 
in precipitating this war. but are guiltless of 
the blood which must soon crimson (air pure 
and limpid streams.

Mr. CitiTTENl'EN. — On his route home. Mr. 
Crittenden spoke at Columbus, i Had he said 
here that he would do. what he says in Col- 
umbus he has done, he would never have 
gone to Washington.

"Mr. Crittenden chanced most opportunely 
to be here last night, and was prevailed upon 
to make a speech. His speech was an elo- 
quent elaboration of his resolution, which we 
have been printing conspicuously in our lead- 
ing column for some time. He distinctly 
charged the Southern Disunionists with forc- 
ing the war upon the country. He said that 
he was just from Washington where he had 
voted fire hundred thousand weo, and fire hun- 
dred millions of dollars to put down the re- 
bellion. He expressed his earnest desire that 
all the resources of the government in men 
and money, should be cmploi ed to crush the 
great disunion con-piracy; and be expressed 
ibis entire confidence that the government

The Genesis of the War. - 

That this war of subjugation was coolly and 
deliberately planned by the Republican party ! 
of the North for the purpose of abolishing 
slavery, is provable almost to demonstration, j 
It is the direct sequence of a systematic ag- 
gression upon the Constitutional rights of the I 
slave States, which began with the annexa- 
tion of Texas and the resulting -Mexican war, 
augmenting in force, like the descending 
weight, as it neared its centre of gravitation. 
Up to a peiiod immediately succeeding the 
inauguration of Lincolu, the conservative 
men of the whole country were yet sanguine 
of a peaceful solution of the controversy, and 
the preservation of the I'nion on the basis of 
a fair and just compromise. The proposition 
of Mr. Crittenden was eminently such. It 
would have satisfied the South, it would have 
abridged none Of the right-, and impaired 
none of the interests of the North. It met 
the approbation of Jefferson Davis, and 
Toombs, of Georgia. Wc have the testimony 
of Mr. Pugb. of Ohio, to bis belief that it 
would have <ai ried his State, as it had been 
indorsed by the Legislature of Virginia and 
Kentucky. .Mr. Douglas would have given 
it a beany support, and in his place in the 
Senate declared that " Senator Davis himself, 
when on the Committee of Thirteen, was 
ready at all times to compromise on the Crit- 
tenden proposition." Mr. Toombs, only last 
January, spoke in the Senate as follows: 

"l!u\ although I insist, upon this perfect equali- 
ty, yet when it was proposed— as I understand the 
Senator from Kentucky now proposes — thai Ihe line 
ofSBdeg 3d tnin. shall bo extended* acknowledging 
sod protecting our property on tho South side of the 
line, for the sake of peace. [ sai.J to the Committee 
of Thirteen, and I say here, with other satisfactory 
provisions. 1 would accept it." 

That the war would have been prevented 
by the acceptance of this measure by the 
Black Republican chiefs in Congress, admits 
of no doubt. But they had no mind to forego 
their cherished purpose? for the sake of secur- 
ing the lasting and permanent tranquility of 
the country. The country would not be the 
worse for a little blood-letting, said Mr. Gid- 
dings. with a calm ferocity, at once philosophi- 
cal and fiendish. What! arc we to forego all 
the advantages of a great victory, and just in 
the moment of triumph give up every princi- 
ple we have been contending for? inquired 
Seward, Greeley, and all the host of them. 
The hope of compromise was thus promptly 
nipped in the bud. Every modification of 
Mr. Crittenden's resolutions which patriotic 
ingenuity could devise, was likewise voted 
down by large majorities. South Carolina 
had at that time already seceded. It was 
known with certainty that six other Stales 
would follow her in a few weeks, unless a sat- 
isfactory adjustment of the pending contro- 
versy were had at once. That hostilities 
would ultimately if not speedily follow, few 
discerning men called in question, and coer- 
cion was proclaimed ns the imperative duty of 
the administration. "Hnng the traitors," was 
already the slogan. 

For the first time in his life. Garrison him- 
self thought there was sonic honesty andearn- 
e-tness among Republican politicians. He 
saw the cause in which he had been laboring 
for more than thirty years now espoused by 
a powerful faction, who would give no slum- 
ber to their eyes until every slave owner on 
the continent should be a ruined man. Slavery 
was at last to be extinguished, and if by riv- 
ers of hi 1, no matter; perhaps so much the 

better. Humble, cripple, crush out the South; 
desolate her fair fields, and let her beautiful 
homes of elegance, refinement and courtesy, 
become homes of sorrow and penury, or 
smouldering ruins. 

Such was the genesis of the war. It is in 
vain to impute the inception of it totheSouth. 
Facts, recent and well known to nil, over- 
whelmingly refute the assumption. The war 
is preeminently and wholly an anti-slavery 
war. It contemplates the confiscation 1 of 
every slave from the Potomac to the liio 
Grande, and the manumission by legislative 
act of all the rest. The overthrow of Stale 
governments, the encroachment by Lincoln 
upon the judicial and legislative departments 
of the Federal Government, the abrogation of 
the rights established by Magna Charta, and 
the destruction of the vested rights of non- 
slaveholding citizens, are but episodes, by- 
scenes in the tragedy. Tho annihilation of 
slavery is the end to which all these atroci- 
ties arc subordinate. — Missourian, August 12.

I. B. MAGOFFIN, Gov- 
ernor of the Commonwealth of Kentucky, do 
now issue this my proclamation, commanding 
every citizen, or other person, within the ju- 
risdiction of this State, having in his posses- 
sion any arms or munitions thus unlawfully 
Wised as above Stated, forthwith to deliver up

by said judge to the State Arsenal at Frank- 
fort; and 1 make this appeal to the lovalty of 
such citizens in good faith, believing that they 
will promptly manifest such a signal proof o"f 
their fidelity to the laws and authorities of the 
Slate; at the same time warning all concern- 
ed that if this order be not prompt I v obeyed, 
my duty will require the most rigorous" en- 
forcement of the laws against all disobedient 
offenders.

Col. R. W. Hanson. 

Col. R. W. Hanson reached this city on 
yesterday after a brief visit to Virginia, where 
lie had gone upon a tour of observation. It 
was county court day, and the city was throng- 
ed with farmers of this and the adjoining 
counties. No sooner was it known that Col. 
Hanson had reached Lexington than he was 
waited upon by hundreds of our citizens, and 
urged to address them. Ho consented. We 
have never w itnessed such eagerness to hear 
a public speech, and never saw such an as- 
sembly as thronged Odd Fellows' Hall. The 
capacious room was literally filled — main 
floor and gallery, by such an audience as 
might flatter the greatest statesman of the 
land. 

We can not do justice to the speech, and 
purpose no attempt at an epitome of his re- 
marks. He will be heard by the people of 
this section again. 

Col. Hanson stands upon tho position of 
neutrality — but he is for real, practical, neu- 
trality. He is opposed to Kentucky plung- 
ing into this war as a belligerent against the 
Confederate States. He has visited Virginia 
and Tennessee, and found the people of those 
States united and animated by the loftiest 
purpose that ever moved a free people He 
thinks the war cannot be successfully prose- 
cuted ; that the Southern States cannot be 
conquered, that the Union cannot be saved 
by war, and that it would be madness for 
Kentucky to incur the ruin and calamity of a 
war which is certain to be a failure. He 
thinks the rebellion cannot be quelled, and it 
is madness to continue the effort. He warn- 
ed the people that Kentucky stood now on the 
verge of war. and was in immediate danger 
being drawn dow n inlo the abyss of abolition- 
ism. He had opposed secession; and was for 
neutrality. He never approved Kentucky's 
taking part in the war, and is still for neu- 
trality. But if the Slate was to be involved 
and Kentucky will not be allowed to be neu- 
tral, he. for ono. will take his position witli his 
own native South. These sentiments elicited 
tho most rapturous applause from the vast 
crowd. Col. Hanson will address the people 
again. — Lexington (Ky.) Statesman.

Proclamation of the Governor. 

Whereas, numerous applications have been 
iiatlc to me from many good citizens of this 
'ommon wealth, praying me to issue a procla- 
mation forbidding tho inarch of any forces of 
his or any other State or States over our Soil, 
■> make an apprehended attack upon the 
(federal forces at Cairo, in Illinois, or to dis- 
turb any otherwise the peaceful attitude of 
Kentucky with reference to the deplorable 
war now waging between the United States 
and the Confederate States. And whereas, 
numerous applications from like good citizens 
of this Commonwealth have also been made 
to me, praying me to issue n proclamation 
forbidding the occupation of any post or place, 
or the march over our sacred soil by any 
force of the I'nited States for any purpose. 
And whereas, it is made fully e*. idem, by 
every indication of public sentiment, that it 
is the determined purpose of the good people 
of Kentucky to maintain, with courageous 
firmness, the fixed position of self-defense, 
proposing or intending no invasion or ag- 
gression towards any other State or States, 
forbidding the quartering of troops upon her 
soil by either of the hostile sections, but sim- 
ply standing aloof from an unnatural, horrid 
and lamentable strife, for the existense of 
which Kentucky, neither by thought, word, 
nor act, is in any wise responsible?. And 
whereas, the policy thus recommended by so 
many of my fellow-citizens of all political 
leanings, is, in mv judgment, wise, peaceful, 
safe, and honorable, and the most likely to 
preaerve peace and amity between the neigh- 
boring bordering States on both shores of ]he 
Ohio river, and protect Kentutky, generally, 
from the ravages of a deplorable war. Ana 
whereas, the arms distributed to the "State 
Guard,'' composed as it is of gentlemen 
equally conscientious and honest, who enter- 
tain the opinions of both parties, are not to 
b'.' used fiyuinst the Federal Government nor the 
('../.;'( derate Sta tea, but to resist and prevent 
encroachments upon her soil, her rights, her 
honor, and her sovereignty by either of the 
belligerent parties, and to preserve the peace, 
safety, prosperity, and happiness and strict 
neutrality of her people, in the hope she may 
soon have an opportunity to become a suc- 
cessful mediator between them; and in order 
to remove the unfounded distrust and suspi- 
cions of purposes to force Kentucky outof the 
Union, at the point of thebayonet— which may 
have been strongly and wickedly engendered 
in tho public mind in regard to my own posi- 
tion and that of the "State Guard,'' 

Now. therefore, I, HKKIAII .MAGOFFIN, 
Governor of the Commonwealth of Ken- 
tucky, and Commander-in-Chief of all ber 
military forces, on land or water, have issued 
this my proclamation, hereby notifying and 
warning all other States, whether separate or 
united, and especially the "United States" 
and the "Confederate States," that I solemnly 
forbid any movement upon the soil of Ken- 
tucky or the occupation of any port, post, or 
place whatever within the lawful boundary 
and jurisdiction of this State, by any of the 
forces under the orders of the States afore- 
said, for any purpose whatever, until author- 
ized by invitation or permission of the Leg- 
islative and Executive authorities of this 
State previously grunted. I also hereby especi- 
ally and solemnly forbid all good citizens of this 
Commonwealth, whether incorporated in the 
••State Guard ' or otherwise, making any war- 
like i>r hostile demonstrations whateveragainst 
any of the authorities aforesaid, earnestly re- 
questing all citizens, civil and military, to be 
obedient hereto; to be obedient to the laws 
and lawful orders of both the civil and mili- 
tary authorities; to remain when off military 
duty quietly and peaceably at their homes, 
pursuing their wonted lawful avocations; to re- 
frain nil words and acts likely to engender 
hot blood and provoke collision: to pursue 
such n line of wise conduct as will promote 
peace and tranquility, and a sense of safety 
and security, and thus keep far away from our 
beloved land and people the deplorable ca- 
lamities of invasion; but at the same time earn- 
estly counseling my fellow-citizens of Ken- 
tucky to make prompt and efficient prepara- 
tions to assume the armor and attitude pre- 
scribed by the paramount and supreme law 
of self-defense — and strictly of self-defense 
alone; praying Almighty God to have us ever- 
more in his holy keeping, and to preserve 
us in peace, prosperity, aud security for- 
ever.
